Speaking before ihe Canadian Club al (he Convocation Mall 
- yesterday afternoon, R- L. Calder, Senior Crown Prosecutor, made 
the following startling statement, "The people of Canada must 
be taught to appreciate adherence to principle,- for there is no con- 
sideration higher in Canadian life than the political consideration." 
He made an earnest plea to McGill undergraduates to develop poli- 
tical sincerity, for, said he, "I think that the Canadian people are 
thoroughly uninterested in Parliament, and that is the main reason 
for the failure of democracy." 

Mr>Calder's message is a timely one. The prevailing apathy 
regarding national affairs is deplorable. Many criticisms have been 
levelled rightfully al the politician, but the elector is not without 
blame. He refuses to spend the time necessary for informing him- 
self as to the true merit of the candidates from among whom he 
must make the choice, and even fails to betake himself to the polls 
to cast his vote. The result of such conduct is inevitable, and is 
seen everywhere — namely dishonesty. 

It would, however, be wrong to say that there arc no honest 
men in politics. The trouble is that many of those who are honest 
"lack 'sincerity- Their sins are not of commission, but of ommission. 
Thèy-Avill. not stand up on the floor of the House and say just what 
they feel in their heart of hearts to be true. 

The words of the Crown Prosecutor were of prime value to 
McGUl students, although but few were there to hear them. Their 
importance is seen first in the fact that those who are at present 
taking up courses of studies here will soon be going out into the 
world and fulfilling the duties of citizens. They should know how 
to discharge these duties to the best advantage of the nation, and 
as college graduates they will be expected to have such ability. 

In .another sense the message is even more appropriate. The 
annual "elections are drawing near, and the undergraduate body 
i called upon to choose its executive for the coming year, 
i of honesty and sincerity arc needed for all the positions, and 
they must be chosen, with the utmost care. TKis can only be 
done if every man pledges himself to examine critically the merits 
of each candidate and to cast his vote for the best man, regardless 
of any preconceived faculty or "clique" prejudices that he may 
have. By so doing he will prove himself worthy of his Alma 
Ï Mater, and will at the same time form the habit of political sin- 
cerity, which is invaluable.

PROMINENT LA WYER ON 
POLITICAL SINCERITY 



Those tew who turned out yesterday 
afternoon at the Canadian Club wore 
titsated to one of the best addresses 
this «ea: Nil by Mr. U. !.. Cahier K.C., 
Senior Crown Pro>voutor of Montreal. 
Mr. CaldcrV subject was "IVMilleal 
Sincerity," and nil those who heard 
Wm could not help feeling that this 
doctrine ought io ho universally dealt 
With. 

Seeing that there voie so vow pr*>s- 
*nt a nd saying thai ho always felt 
more at home on the same level as 
tais audience. Mr. i "alder spoho from 
the floor instead of from lire platform. 
He depïored the tact, which cannot hi' 
denied, that democracy has failed. It 
is indeed depressing that the catalogue 
of \!Vory library should include such 
books .is tîodliin's "Cutoroscen Prob- 
lems of Dcmocarey." Pemoearcy is 
perfect in theory, but in practice it 
has not been successful. 1: is the duty 
of all to examine parliamentary gov- 
ernment, Io see if they can fin.! a 
•olution to the pre s em difficulties-. 
" Since popular government began, 
barely two centuries have elapsed. 
The people had thou- first say In the 
time of George 1, bin we must realize 
that modern parliamentary govern- 
ment is onl> in its infancy, for it was 
only live years ago. that universal 
suffrage vos established tn England. 
A member of parliament ropreprnu» 
& majority this being the only con- 
ceivable method of Popular represent- 
ation. .\ man. il ho wishes to bring 
about a reform, must frsi obtain 
favourable public op ion and. possess- 
ed with this, lie allies himself to .--omc 
party, and i.-, elected m parliament. 
He is bound to t-uppon the reforms 
for which In- was elected, for, if he 
docs not, he will incvitablx bo pun- 
ished by on adverse •- ?tc a: the next 
election. 

This tlu-ory, howev.-r. doc.» not work 
bocatisc the method of choice is wrong. 
The people of Canada are not interested 
in politics, liny do no: micros: them- 
selves. In- political debutes, tbor-. are 
svoayoi] ehy . -trivial and unimportant 
catch or preconceived decision. There 
tilings. The decision ai election?, is a 
are few electors who think of political 
■problems and analyse ihein to any ex- 
tent. The t-froc.l of all tin-so faults has 
been the failure of democracy. 

In order to tarry on the life of a 
state, every man must take his part, 
however small this part may be. If 
, this duty is nerlc-cteel, the first s'-ed 
of destruction is sown. But many 
neglect this duty and i: is sad to say 
that politicians take advantage of 
his . Bribery and corruption result. 
As we all know, votes are stolen, trnd 
it may be rightly said that he who 
atea-ls the vote is u better citizen than 



the man that does not exorcise his 
vote, as the former is taking at loam, 
a real interest in tho government of 
his country. 

Fascism and HoIMiovImu are the 
direct results of this. Homo say that 
\\ o need the authoritative kind of gov- 
ernment «ith ,« diet a tot' ill its head 
while others belle vo in government 
by the rDerescntnilvos of Ihe various 
trades, which would eventually being 
us back to (he o n ly <<tnlo where tribes 
were the mill of civic life. Moth aro 
the death and poison of parliamentary 
government . 

The speaker slated that ho preferred 
fixed parties with a deal of tradition 
behind them but, the elected only, 
should bo divided into parties, this 
being necessary for a s-t utile govern- 
ment, This should not bo so In the 
case of the elector, but it is actually 
what happons. Aw it is, a man Is born 
a Conservative, a Liberal or <i Pro- 
gressive, while a change of party is 
considered almost a disgrace. This 
stale or affairs; may bo likened to that 
of a juryman thai enters Ihe box fùlly 
determined to pronounce the accused 
guilty no matter what anybody is able 
to prove jo the contrary. This is the 
oustauding cause of the modern demo- 
cratic government. This is emphasized 
h> the well-known fact that political 
parties arc scared by Independent 
voters and any Increase in their ranks 
will tend to Increase the efficiency of 
the government. 

The three-party system, now func- 
tioning in England and Canada, is 
yery similar to tho three-cornered duel 
in "Midshipman Kas.V." Each party is 
afraid to face a general election, llcnce 
there is- no progress. 

People must be educated to adher- 
ence to principle. Th c state of affairs 
show,: just the opposite, however. In 
Canada the- people are allowing their 
votes to be captured by everything but 
the right hail. Lavish amusement and 
feigned interest, on the part of the 
politician, attract the public while 
their political merits remain unques- 
tioned. 

In concluding. Mr. Calder said that 
he believed that it was not the natural 
resource? of Sparta and Rome that 
made them so powerful, it was the 
character and patriotism of their cit- 
izens, combined with their excellent 
government, that gave them such out- 
standing positions- in the history of 
the world. Trained university men 
must strive for good government, 
elected by intelligent people, voting 
with sincerity. 

The speaker was vigorously applaud- 
ed and Lawrence Tombs proposed the 
vote of UiacikE, which wu4 seconded 
bv A. J>. Morris.

INSPIRING ADDRESS BY 
PROMINENT LA WYER ON 
POLITICAL SINCERITY 



Those few who turned ont yesterdny 
afternoon at l lie Canadian Cltil) won'" 
treated to one of the best addresses 
tais eeajton by Mr. «'. U. Cnlder K.C., 
Senior Crown Prosecutor of Montreal. 
. Mr, Cnlder's subject was "Vyiltionl 
Sincerity," and all those who beard 
him could not help feeling tbat ibis 
doctrine ought to be universally dealt 
With. 

Seeing that there were so Vow pres- 
ent «nd saying thai be always foil 
more «t homo on the m me level as 
, bis audience, Mr. Calder spol;e from 
the floor instead of from [lw platform. 
Me deplored the fact, which cannot bo 
denied, that democracy has failed. It 
is indeed depressing that the catalogue ) 
Of. -every library should include such ! 
books as tîodkin's "Uu foreseen Prob- 
lems of Demoeurcy ." Dcmocarcy is 
perfect in theory, hut in prncilce it 
•hats not hoen successful. It is the duty 
■Of nil to examine parliamentary gov- 
ernment, to sec if they can find a 
•olution to Ihe prc s ent difficulties.. 

Since popular government began, 
barely two centuries bave elapsed. 
The people bad their first say in the 
time of George I. but we must realize 
that modern parliamentary govern- 
ment is only in its infancy, fur it was 
•rily five years, ago. that universal 
suffrage w.'s established in England. 
A member of parliament représente 
& majority tins being the only con- 
ceivable method of popular represent- j 
ation. A man. if be wishes to bring 
about n reform, must first obtain ; 
I&vouru.bli public opinion and. possess- i 
ed with this, lie allies himself to some ! 
party, anil is elected, to parliament. ; 
He is bound to support the reforms ■' 
for which be was fleeted, for, if he : 
docs not. In- will inevitably be pun- . 
ished by mi adverse vote at the next j 
elect lull.

In order to carry on the life of a

neglect this duty and ii is sad to say 

that politicians take advantage of 

his. Bribery and corruption result. I 

As we all know, votes are stolen, and 

it may be rightly said that lie who 

■teals the voie is u better citizen than 



the man that does not exercise his 
vote, as the former is taking at least, 
n real Inlercst In the government of 
bis country. 

Fascism and Bolshevism are the 
direct results of ibis. Homo say that 
we need the authoritative kind of gov- 
ernment with a dictator at its bead 
while others bellev,. in government 
by the rperosenta lives of the various 
trades, which would eventually bring 
us back to the early ■Male where tribes 
were the mill of civic life. Both am 
the death and poison of parliamentary 
government . 

The speaker stated that he preferred 
fixed parties with a deal of tradition 
behind them but, the elected only, 
should be divided into parties, this 
being necessary for n stable govern- 
ment. This should not ha so in the 
case of the elector, but it is actually 
what happens. A» it is. a man Is born 
a Conservative, a Liberal or <i Pro- 
gressive, while a change of party is 
considered almost à disgrace, This 
stale of affairs may be likened to that 
of a juryman thai enters Iho box fully 
determined to pronounce the accused 
guilty no matter what anybody is able 
to prove to ihe contrary. This is the 
oustanding cause of I be modern demo- 
cratic government. This is emphasized 
by the well-known fact that political 
parties are scared by independent 
voters mid any Increase in their ranks 
will lend to Increase the efficiency of 
the government. 

The throe-party system, now func- 
tioning in England and Canada, is 
very similar to the tbree-rornered duel 
in "Midshipman Easy." Each party is 
afraid to face n general election. Hence 
there >s> no progress. 

People must be educated to adhér- 
ence io principle. Th c state of affairs 
shows just the opposite, however. In 
Canada thc people are allowing their 
votes to be captured by everything but 
the right bait. Lavish amusement and 
feigned interest, on the part of the 
politician, attract the public whil? 
their political merits remain unques- 
tioned . 

In concluding. Mr. Calder said that 
be believed that it was not the natural 
resources of Sparta and Rome that 
made them *.o powerful, it was thc 
character and patriotism of their cit- 
izens, combined with their excellent 
government, that gave them srch out- 
standing positions- in the history of 
the world. Trained university men 
must strive for cood government, 
elected by intelligent people, voting 
with sincerity. 

The speaker was vigorously applaud- 
ed and Lawrence Tombs proposed the 
vote of thankE, which was* seconded 
bv A. L. Morris.

lon of helium. .Several of the 
steps were filmed and the more prom- 
inent apparatus used. 

Continuing in tin: Phya.es Build- 
ing, pictures were taken showing the 
.big Spark Coil, tin- famous compres- 
sor, and what was, most Interesting, 
.the ^freezing of a. fresh flower by li- 
quid air. 

Again the operators moved across 
the strot-t to the Engineering, where 
several films of some of the classes 
jvore taken, notably tie 1 clasu m me-

INSPIRING ADDRESS BY | FINAL GAME 



PROMINENT LA WYER ON 
POLITICAL SINCERITY 



Those few who turned out yesterday 
afternoon at the Cnnadtan Club were 
treated to one of the best addresses 
this season by .Mr. H . I.. Calder K.O., 
Senior Crown Prosecutor of Montreal, 
ltr. Cnldcr's subject was "Political 
Sincerity," and all those who heard 
him could not help feeling that this 
doctrine ought to be universally dealt 
With. 

Seeing; that there were so tow pres- 
ent and saying that he always felt 
more «t home on the same level as 
bis audience, Mr. Calder spoke from 
the floor instead of from the platform. 
He dcpîored the fact, which cannot bo 
denied, that democracy has failed. It 
In indeed depressing that the catalogue 
<ot •every library should include such 
books as Ooilkin'tt "Unforeseen Prob- 
lems of Dcmocarcy." Dcmocarcy is 
perfect in theory, but in practice it 
■has not been successful. It is the duty 
of all to examine parliamentary gov- 
ernment, to sec if they can find a 
•olulion to the prc s ent difficulties.. 

Since popular government began, 
barely two centuries have elapsed. 
The people had their first say in the 
timo of George I. bill we must realize 
that modern parliamentary govern- 
ment is only in its infancy, for it was 
enly five yeans ago, that universal 



the man that does not exorcise hip 
vote, ns the former is taking at leant, 
a real Interest iu the government of 
his country. 

Fascism and Itolshevism are the 
direct results of this. Some say that, 
we need the authoritative kind of gov- 
ernment «'lth a dictator at its head 
yhlle others bellev,. In government 
by the rperesenta lives of the various 
trades, which would eventually bring 
us back to the early Mate where tribes 
were the unit of civic life. Both aro 
the death and poison of parliamentary 
government . 

Th P speaker stated that he preferred 
fixed parlies with a deal of tradition 
behind them but, the elected only, 
should be divided Into parties, this 
being necessary for a stable govern- 
ment. This should not lu so in the 
case of the elector, but. it is actually 
what happens. A» it is, a man is born 
a Conservative, a Liberal or ti Pro- 
gressive, while a change of party is 
considered almost a disgrace. This 
stale of affairs may be likened to that 
of a .juryman that, enters tho box fiilly 
determined to pronounce tl>c accused 
guilty no matter what anybody Is able 
to prove to the contrary. This is the I 
ottstanding cause of the modern demo- 
cratic government.

Mr. Waco has been follwlug up their 
worli, adding to the meagre filets wo 
possess of this wonderful period of the 
i'liirly World.
